Many Houses Are 
Being Erected 
In P. V. Estates
Building Program Represents

Investment of More Than
Quarter Million

Forty-one homes and five 
apartment houses, representing 
an investment of $350,000, are 
planned or under construction 
at Palos Verdes Esta'tes, it is

;vealed this week.
Of the 41 homes, 24 are being 

built by private individuals, .the 
structures ranging in dost from 
'$5,000 to $15,000. The other 17 
are . being erected by construc­ 
tion companies.

Five three;family apartments, 
costing $16,000 each, are to be 
built on Via Campesina by pri­ 
vate individuals. At present 
there is only one four-unit apart­ 
ment in the estates and these 
new dwellings will fill a long 
•felt, need for xental properties 
in the community, it is believed. 
All .five, will include private out­ 
door living facilities for- each 
family, and will be located with­ 
in two blocks of Malaga Cove 
Plaza.

The greater proportion of the 
41 single family homes will be 
concentrated in the country club 
area of the property. This sec­ 
tion has enjoyed unusual popu­ 
larity because of its moderate 
restrictions and its charming in­ 
terior views across the 250-acre 
golf tract. Twenty-six dwellings 
will be erected within a radius 
of five blocks, in the heart of 
the district.
